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Vacancies For ’Pass Men As 
Initial Pipeline Work Starts 

Construction of the southern leg of the Al¬ 
berta gas transmission trunk line is expected 
to begin within the next two weeks and by next 
summer may employ up to 400 men. 

The project is part of the 1400-mile Al- 
berta-California gas line project which is be¬ 
ing built to provide the western United Slates 
with Alberta natural gas. 

Officials of the contracting firm, Majestic 
Construction Ltd. of Edmonton, said that while 
the work force in 1961 may total 400 men, no 
more than 100 men will be employed this fall. 

Ronald Baun, field officer manager, stat¬ 
ed that the National Employment Office, in 
Blairmore, has been instructed to take appli¬ 
cations for men for the initial work force. 

Work will be starting with a small force of 
not more than 45 men but if the weather holds 
the number of men employed may reach 100. 

All the men for the first crew will be hired 
from the Crows Nest Pass area and Mr. Baun 
warned employment seekers from outside the 
area that there will be no work for them as yet. 

Applications are being taken for machine 
operators, truck drivers and power saw oper¬ 
ators who own their own saws. The NES of¬ 
fice will compile a list of potential employees 
and when the firm is ready to begin work, the 
men needed will be employed from it.

Truck Registration 
For Winter Work 
To Commence 

Gordon E. Taylor, Minister of 
Highways, announced today that 
truck registration forms became 
available on Monday in the High¬ 
ways Building, Edmonton and in 
the offices of the District Engin¬ 
eers at Medicine Hat. Lethbridge, 
Red Deer, Calgary, Grande Prairie, 
Peace River, Edson and St. Paul. 

The registration forms must be 
completed in full in duplicate and 
both copies must be turned in at 
the point of registration or return¬ 
ed to the Department of Highways, 
Highways Building, Edmonton. 

Truckers in the Edmonton area 
are asked to return them directly 
to the Highway Building. After the 
form has been checked, entered and 
numbered in the Edmonton office, 
one copy will be returned to the 
trucker and this copy must be pre¬ 
sented to the Engineer on the job 
when the trucker answers the call 
for work. The registration form must 
be completed by the trucker before 
a Commissioner for Oaths. 

It is essential that the registra¬ 
tion forms be completed in every 
detail. $1200.00 has been set as the 
amount of earnings per owner and 
unless there is an unusually heavy 
registration it is expected that this - 
amount will be maintained through 
the winter. 

The truck registration system is 
oiif that originated in Alberta three 
years ago and is designed to share 
the work among the gravel dump 
truckers who are wholly dependent 
on this work lor a living. It is not 
a guarantee of employment but ra¬ 
ther an endeavor to give as many 
truckers as possible cash Income 
during the winter months. 

Only one truck per owner may be 
registered and the plan is not ap¬ 


plicable to people who use the dump 
truck as a side line and who are 
not dependent for their major in¬ 
come on the dump truck. 

Last year large firms and some 
professional men and men who had 
substantial businesses endeavored to 
register a truck. Such attempts are 
wholly unfair to the program and 
can only be looked upon wiith dis¬ 
favor by all of the people of the 
province who recognize this pro¬ 
gram to be an endeavor to provide a 
little cash during the winter months 
for those who need it the most. 

Truckers who are not ready to go 
anywhere in the province where the 
work is should not register. Last 
year on one occasion it was neces¬ 
sary to contact approximately 200 
truckers in order to obtain 50. 

This is not only costly but it de¬ 
lays the work and is not fair to the 
truckers who want to work. 

Truckers who are not prepared to 
answer a call and to go to work 
whether the haul is long or short 
should not register. If a registered 
trucker is called and does not re¬ 
port it is assumed that he does not 
need the work during the winter.
